Vainly 
they had tried to ward off the hunger 
for hours, but finally desperation ov­ 
ercame pride and they sought official 
ald.

While his stepsister, Oaudine M»?l- 
horn, 16 years old, stood at 
his 
side 
and wept 
bitterly, 
Eugene 
Stump, 
now her only protector, told a 
story 
covering the last few months, fraught 
with hardships and fruitless 
though 
lesperate attem pts to 
find 
employ­ 
ment- The father of Stump died about 
six years ago and shortly 
afterw ard 
his 
wife 
m arried 
Joseph 
Melhorn, 
father of the girl. Two years ago the 
mother died ami 
the 
children 
were 
thrown on their own resources. They 
searched for work at the time ami the 
youth was successful in obtaining 
a 
lob with 
the

His stepsister found employ­ 
ment in a rope factory. Between them 
they earned six dollars a week. Event­ 
ually they m a n a g 'd to save eight dol­ 
lars. 
Then they were thrown 
out of 
employment.

conditions in Baltimore, 
they decided 
to cast their lot there, wherefore they 
boarded a train bound for that city. 
Either on the train or in the

tion Stump lost his
